The Auſtrian Power in che Emperor Fer 
dirand 11. became formidable tv Europe ; 
whereupon all the Protettant Priaces agreed 
to call jo, and aſſit che King or Sweter, 
ia bringing the GCermaxs to du2 Louuntds, 
and to hearken to Reaſon, and F::;1:n., 
France, and Holland joyntly concurt d. 

France from theſe Fractions and Qiarcrels 
among, the ProteſRtaats,eftablilh'd its Grezt- 
neſs, and raiſed her felt on the iKuin oi 1:5 
fo potent Neighbours, till the muſt exqu- 
lite Condutt of the preſent King has 
brought that Greatneſs to a roo tormidabie 
Height ; and thereby plac'd her in che en- 
vied Seat of Power, which ttaading with- 
out the Circle of Mzdiocricy makes her un- 
ealie toall the reſt. 

Shuuld any of the Branches of the preſent 
Confederacy puſh at a Conqueſt, and by 
the \dvantage of the falling Greatn-ls of 
the French power, engrols to themlelves a 
Don:inion too large, or any Superiority of 


Power above his proper Sphere, thac very - 
Power or Prigace would ia his Degree bc- 
cOme equally obnoxious to the rett, and 
the Ballance of Power being thereby bro- 
ken, would be as much che publick Enemy 
as the French are now.
